Mrs Garrett had not been 
well for some time - despite this she was able to offer help, care and attention 
to others in need of it; truly a good neighbour. She will be missed and we offer 
our sympathy to her family and friends and ovr gratitude for her life. 


Hempton Flowers During the weekend of 16 and 17 June Mrs and Mrs Adams were 
pleased to welcome some 500 visitors to their garden at Stonewalls as part of 
the National Gardens Scheme, and many of us were delighted to accept the 
invitation. They also kindly allowed the Friends of Hempton Church to use their 
kitchen and serve teas to their visitors, and St John's was decorated for our 
own flower festival on the theme of Weddings, to coincide with the garden 
opening. We had reason to be grateful for the skills and imagination of the 
band of arrangers and decorators from Hempton and Deddington, to our generous 
sponsors and for the interest and kindness of our visitors: "I've lived down 
the road/across the valley/in the next village for 20/30/40 years and I've never 
been inside the church before!" were the sort of comments we heard repeatedly.

DEDDINGTON i150 YEARS AGO 


Buffy Heywood finds that opens diaries of the Rev Cotton Risley are of little 
interest for the month of July 1840 (apart from rat catching, 33 one day and 34 
another, “all full grown"). As there is no issue of The Deddington News next 
month, she is quoting here from August 1840, when Holford goes off to prep 
school. 


- We left Oxford by coach at a quarter before 8 o'clock and reached 
London about # past 11 o'clock. We took up our quarters at the Blenheim Hotel, 
New Bond Street. We took poor Holford to my friend Wickham's school at 
Hammersmith, we parted from him about 7 o'clock leaving him in good spirits tho' 
rather silent and subdued in manner and appearance, we ourselves (specially 
Susan) were very much tired (?) at leaving him. I wrote to Wickham about him on 
reaching London again, and also to the dear boy himself. Susan went to bed as 
S00n as tea was over. 

cra transacted some business at the Bounty Office, Westminster; 
after which we waited and saw the Queen and Prince Albert attended by the King 
and Queen of the Belgians, the Duke of Cambridge and the officers of her 
Household proceed in State to prorogue the Parliament, it was a grand and 
imposing sight and we had a good and close view of Her Majesty both going and 
returaing from the House of Lords - she looked pale on her way thither but a 
dittle flushed and more animated on her return with a slightly smiling 
countenance. We dined at the Blenheim at 7 o'clock - after which I walked and 
called on my friend Lord Eldon whom I found with his Lady over his wine, I 
quaffed two glasses with him, sat an hour and then returned to Susan. 

- Drove to Brook Green to enquire after poor dear Holford - well and 
comfortable, Left London by railroad at 4 a'claock, arrived in Oxford 7 pm and 
at. home at # past 10 o'clock in our new 4 wheel carriage built by Collins & 
Beesley at Oxford. 

~ I heard a case of drunkeness, fined him 5/=d. or siyndwae Aim to 
sit in the stocks for 6 hours. Signed two Publican's Certificates previous to 
licensing day - the Red Lion and Unicorn Inns, 

- A cricket match took place in the Castle today between Deddington 
and Banbury - the Banbury people were the winners - by a very considerable 
number of runs. The two parties dined together at the Kings Arms afterwards. 
fhe children went out walking after their tea - they went down to the Castle 
with me to see the cricketing. Susan and Ann Harwood walked down to the Castle.

ihe Last Jerusalem at the Albert Hall 
On 7 June I was privileged to represent Deddington WI at the Albert Hall. This 
was 4 very special occasion. It was the last of such meetings, the occasion of 
75 years of WI, and not least, the Queen honoured the movement by attending. 
The WI has been through bad times and good, through two world wars, shortages 
and plenty, maintaining its image as a 'Club' for country women, with a desire 
to improve the lot of women, to educate them and to put pressure on the 
Government of the day to legislate for causes which are worthwhile and in the 
public's interest. Now it was felt time to update the movement and its 
Constitution. We have been turned into a Limited Company. We are assured that 
nothing will change, but for a start the Albert Hall meetings will no longer be 
possible. Shareholders of a limited company are all entitled to attend meetings 
and the London venue cannot accommodate a delegate from each Institute. Up ta 
now each delegate has represented two villages, and double the numbers means a 
bigger hall and more cost. A General Meeting once in three years is envisaged. 
So for the last time 6,000 of us sang Jerusalem to the mighty sounds of the 
Allbert Hall's terrific organ. In fact, we sang it twice, once at the beginning 
of the meeting and again when the Queen came for the afternoon session. 
As always the organisation of the whole thing was impeccable, coaches took us to 
London and back, bang on time, we filled our allocated seats, and Oxfordshire 
this year had excellent seats with a good view of the stage and the Stars. 
The guest speaker, Claire Rayner, commended us on our efforts and persistence, 
but she thought that a women's group the size of ours should have more clout, be 
more aggressive, and do better. 
The first Resolution on the subject of the new Constitution ran into some 
trouble. Some delegates felt we were being rushed into something we did not 
quite understand or want. It would change the spirit and atmosphere of the WI. 
But it was clearly the wish of the Executive to carry this resolution, which had 
been put together after much time, effort and expense, and the motion was 
finally carried. The other two resolutions, one concerning the banning of the 
use of hormones to promote milk production, and the other on the preservation of 
‘the Antarctic as a wild-life area, were carried. 
We had lunch in the traditional way, sitting on the steps of the Albert Memorial 
and causing a fair traffic snarl-up to get there. The Queen was escorted in 
during the afternon session, and there was a WI pageant, and some pieces by the 
prize-winning WI Choir. Then the member of Sandringham WI addressed us, with 
encouraging and complimentary words. The meeting was rounded off by lusty 
singing of Land of My Fathers and God Save The Queen. A good day - we shall miss
